New Auto License 
Plates Being Issued 


The annual state motor vehicle 
license renewal season opened at 
Sacramento and all branch offices 
of the Department of Motor Ve- 
hicles Tuesday morning at 9 o’clock. 

License plates will be delivered 
directly over the counters to all who 
cal) and present the 1933 certificate 
and the amount of the fee. 

Offices of the Department at 
which license plates may be obtain- 
ed are located at Sacramento, San 
Francisco, Oakland, Stockton, Fres- 
no, Los Angeles, Pasadena, San 
Jose, Long Beach, San Bernardino, 
Hollywood and San Diego. 

In addition more than fifty 
branch offices of the automobile as- 
sociations have been authorized to 
serve their members with plates. 

Offices of the department will be 
oven from, 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. Ad- 
ditional clerks will be hired to give 
as speedy service as is posible. 

Russell Bevans, registrar of the 
cepartment, urgegs motorists of the 
state to secure their plates as early 
ag possble. 

Bevens points out that the law 
requires the department to exact a 
penalty equal to the amount of the 
fees from applicants who wait 
longer tha nthe legal limit before 
filing applications. 

For those unable to make a spec- 
ial trip to a branch office, the mail 
order method is still available. All 
that is required is to encrose the fee 
and certificate of registration in an 
envelope and mail them to Sacra- 
mento. 

Persons who have discharged 
their obligations on vehicles to fin- 
ance compe2nies or others during 
the year are required to bring their 
certificates of ownership in order 
that the proper transfer may be 
entered in the proceed'ngs. 

Anyone who has moved during 
the year should write in the new 
address on the certificate of regis- 
tration before presenting it. 

Persons operating motor vehicles 
under special permit from the state 
board of equalization are required 
to obtain a special license plate 
from the department in Sacra-

By his words and works Christ 
Jesus, the Way-shower for man- 
kind, revealed that it is always 
practical to seek first and always 
to do the will of the Father.

ence. No one, before or after
